secretary; dedication of two new 
schools; NCIAARC opens retard- 
ed children's school; changes in 
school administration; school 
district annexes Grand Detour 
and Hazelwood districts; toll 
road proposed and postponed; 
new building for U-S-F. & G.; 
annexation of Assembly Park— 
largest addition to city since 
1896; Dixon city plan revealed.

It's significant to note that our 


reporters have not included 
a 


single listing of crime or violence. 
A million-dollar fire didn't make 
the list. Our reporters and editors 
chose the broad-pattern stories— 
those that will, perhaps, have their 
greatest impact in the years to 
come. Significantly, also, was the 
inclusion of school development 
which closely ties with city plan- 
ning. 


Covering the story of city plan- 


ning and development is pretty 
prosaic business, you'd say. A re- 
porter is supposed to be galloping 
about reporting 
fires, 
criminal 


court trials and general mayhem. 


On the contrary, the continuing 


story of a city, its people^ its 
growth and its cherished plans, 
is pretty exciting. It's a tough 
and rewarding job for a news- 
man. It requires skill, persever- 
ance, knowledge of the humani- 
ties, law and politics. The story 
is a good assignment.

Dixon enters its 125th year to- 


morrow. We hope that its citizens 
—and they hold the key—will make 
that significant milestone the time 
for the start of its greatest growth.

Lie Tests in 
Murder Quiz 


Leads Vanish in Search 
For Bureau Co. Slayer 


PRINCETON—(Special)—Bureau county officials today were sched- 


uled to take two brothers to Springfield for routine he detector tests in 
connection with the investigation of the double murder of an elderly 
Buda farm couple. Mr. and Mrs. Harry Whipple, Tuesday night. 


The two men who will undergo 


the tests are Tom Cade, the Whip- 
pies' hired man who discovered 
the bodies Wednesday morning, 
and his brother, Albert, 30, Ke- 
wanee, who was taken into custody 
for questioning Thursday. 


Assistant State's Atty. Don Blod- 


gett said the lie tests will be given 
as a matter of routine. He said Al- 
bert Cade had "pretty well estab- 
lished an alibi" for the time of the 
murders. 


A coroner's jury Thursday ruled 


that the Whipples died of shotgun 
wounds about 8 p.m. Tuesday and 
that they were inflicted by "per- 
son or persons unknown." Coroner 
Arthur Meyer conducted the in- 
quest. 


Blodgett said there are "no real 


leads" in the case, but that the in- 
vestigation is continuing. 


The Whipples were murdered in 


the living room of their home. 
Mrs. Whipple, 65, had been shot in 
the head, and her husband. 70. in 
the neck. No murder weapon was 
found, byt there weie two .410 
shotgun shell cases m the house.

Dulles Tells 
Manila Pact 
Sea Strategy 


Would Protect 
Southeast Asia 
From Communists 


WASHINGTON (#>)— Sec- 


rotary of State Dulles said to- 
day he will explore with the 
seven other Manila Pact allies 
the question of creating a 
c o m b i n e d U. S.-B r i t i s h 
French naval force to protect 
Southeast Asia against Com- 
munist aggression. 


Dulles declined at a news con- 


ference to fill m many details, but 
he said the Manila Pact must be 
adequately implemented. That was 
the task to be started at a meet- 
ing at Bangkok. Thailand, in late 
February, he said. 


By a d e q u a t e implementation, 


Dulles told newsmen, he meant 
something stumper than just the 
\\oicls of the treaty signed last 
Sept 8 by the United States, Brit- 
am. France. Australia. New Zea- 
land, Thailand, Pakistan and the 
Philippines. 


He said the eight nations would 


develop no standing military force 
such as the hue;e pmver now con- 
centrated in Europe under the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion. 


Prime reliance in Southeast Asia, 


he stressed, must be on mobile 
striking power. 


Then, in response to questions, 


he said such a mobile force would 
be discussed at Bangkok. It would 
be premature to say now what pre- 
cise composition or form it would 
take, he declared.

war high of $5,217.000,000. 


Of this payment, some 84 mil- 


lion was earmarked to rover in- 
terest mid 54 million principal. 


The payment, a draft from the 


Bank of England to the Federal 
Reserve Bank in New York, will 
apply on a 3-Vbilliori-dollaj- loan 
f.xU-iKied in Kilii lo spark lintain s 
postwar recovery. Britain has un- 
til the year 2.001 to repay it. 


However, the British also owe 


the United States some $7.783.000.- 
000 in World War I debts. These 
are in default. The last payment 
on them was made Dec. 15. 1933.

Outlook for the New Year 


As the year 1955 dawns, we Americans can look forward 


with reasonable confidence that it will be a good 12 months. 


The great threat to our safety and tranquility, the Soviet 


Union, is still the menace it was. But we are stronger m our 
ties with other free nations, and in our resolve to have the 
means to counter any blow the Russians may strike. 


Furthermore, it has become clearer in recent months 


that in President Eisenhower we have a chief executive who 
is dedicated to the proposition that in the hydrogen age 
there must be no more wars. He believes another world 
conflict would be a war of mutual annihilation.

This does not mean we would yield our liberties without 


a fight. It is our leaders' best hope that if we are strong 
enough we can avoid war and still keep our freedoms. 


Certainly we must all find comfort in this: That neither 


the president nor any other responsible officer of govern- 
ment sees war as desirable or inevitable. The whole bur- 
den of our national effort is toward assuring that it never 
happens again. 


But the full promise of 1955 does not reside alone in the 


knowledge that our leaders are thus dedicated to our se- 
curity. 
They are also acutely conscious of our wish to 


achieve a steady state of v/ell-being, and hopes for this, too, 
seem bright. 


The year just closed brought America's economy to its 


lowest ebb since 1950. Yet as 1954 ran out the signs were 
strong that a new surge of activity had begun. In some 
fields new records were set, and the country's mood again 
grew optimistic.

With this change, the specter of real depression, always 


a haunting memory for any who had known the 1930's. faded 
perceptibly. The fear of privation and hardship lessened. 


To see this fear diminish is a heartening sight. Unhap- 


pily we cannot so easily rid ourselves of our other great 
fear—that the aggressive designs of Russia may plunge the 
world into atomic war. 


But if we are true to the best we have in us as Ameri- 


cans, we will not let this fear drive us either to some kind 
of surrender nor to an impulsive lashing out at the enemy 
just to relieve the strain. 


We will hold firm and steady until that day when the 


staggering threat of Russia shall somehow grow small— 
even though that may not be until many more years than 
1955 have passed.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—My inquiries into the conduct <f the Louis- 


rille Courier-Journal and Times and their radio station in the cast 
of the bomb explosion involving their copyreader convicted of sedition 
hava led me into a mysterious political wilderness not charted on the 
old maps of the South. This is a deep, tangled wild- 
wood whose very exsitenc* few ordinary, pro-Amer- 
ican, constitutional citizens of the North even sus- 
pect. It seems doubtful that the average run of 
Southern citizens realize the drastic nature of the 
change or the stealth by which their old morals, 
principles and ideals have been choked out by a 
new growth. 


The govenfor-elect of Arkansas is Orval E. 


Faubus, a native backwoodsman born on Greasy 
Creek who was slowly, reluctantly forced to admit 
that he had been a student at Commonwealth Col- 
lege, a Communist school, in the tiny town of Mena. 
However, the 


fact that he was shown to have been not only a student but a stu- 
dent leader is less dramatic than the overriding fact that the peo- 
ple of Arkansas elected him anyway. 
They elected him governor 


under circumstances which imply not merely lackadaisical error of 
an uninformed electorate but an emphatic endorsement of a past 
which normally might have condemned him to ignominious defeat. 
His opponents in the campaign, notwithstanding 
knowledge of a 


change in the political superstitions of the people, 
nevertheless 


thought a great majority of them would vote to crush him. They were 
shocked by the election returns. 


The Arkansas Gazette, like the 


Louisville monopoly on news and 
propaganda, is owned by native 
capital—it is the loudest local unit 
in the journalism of this evolution. 
Both the Gazette and the Louis- 
ville 
monopoly 
promote 
the 


change. 
The Gazette brought in 


an editor named Harry Ashmore 
from South Carolina who has re- 
cently published a book 
called 


"The 
Negro and the Schools." 


from tne press of the University 
of North Carolina. The book has 
a foreword by Owen J- Roberts, 
the Supreme Court Justice who 
left the bench to do a job on Kim- 
mel and Short of Pearl Harbor. 
Admiral William E. Standley, a 
member of the Roberts commis- 
sion, had the honor and courage to 
blast the ulterior design whereby 
the commission was set to dis- 
cover goats at the scene of the 
disaster. 
By the wording of the 


order the commission was pre- 
cluded from damning scoundrels 
in the White House and Pentagon 
who kept back information from 
Kimmel and Short to the very pur- 
pose that the Japanese should be 
successful and the United States 
should be committed to war. 


This may seem to be a digres- 


sion, but the personalities and re- 
lationships are mixed and mingled 
as though by deliberate intent in 
this political maze and one must 
learn to keep many facts in mind. 
For example, it means little that 
Roberts wrote the foreword to 
Ashmore's book. 
But when you 


have fitted Roberts into the design, 
his indorsement of Ashmore's book 
takes on more meaning. Then, if 


you are told that the Ford Founda- 
tion subsidized the book and re- 
call that the Reecec Committee 
was noisily otherwise berated for 
investigating foundations, you may 
gain another inkling. 


Incidentally, the Gazette is not a 


monopoly in Little Rock. But the 
Democrat, though it has its own 
integrity, lets the Gazette take the 
initiative. 
In general, the Demo- 


crat follows the same line. 


Ashmore assigned a reporter to 


do a three-part series on Common- 
wealth College after it had been 
absolutely proved that Faubus took 
a course there of undetermined 
duration and quality and that he 
was a student orator at a celebra- 
tion of May Day, the Communist 
holiday in 1935. 
A paragraph in 


the Commonwealth 
Fortnight 
at 


that time said: "The principal aft- 
ernoon talk will be given by Orval 
Faubus on "The Story of May'." 
Another paragraph said: "The di- 
rector of the celebration will open 
the day with an address on 'Why 
Commonv.'aalth 
Celebrates 
May 


Day'." 


Ashmore's reporter is David W. 


Hacker. 
A box of type accom- 


panying his first installment says 
Hacker had "specialized in re- 
views dealing with Communism, 
Russia and the Far East for the 
book pages of the gazette and the 
Louisville Courier-Journal." 


His series on Commonwealth 


gives r.iost of the important facts 
but with skillful resort to the meth- 
od that was used by A. A. Berle 
in his original testimony before the 
House Committee about the Hiss 
conspirators in the State Depart- 
ment. Whittaker Chambers plead- 
ed with him to get someone to do 
something and he made a gesture. 
Berle would make a statement to 
the committee, or express an opin- 
ion and then pull the rug from 
under himself. 


To some extent. Hacker does the 


same in his study of Common- 
wealth College and of the gover- 
nor-elect's involvement for the Ar- 
kansas Gazette. It was a Commu- 
nist college in some ways but in 
others it wasn't. 
It was Marxian 


but also Socialistic. 
There were 


rumors of free-love and even on« 
complaint and a rough-house police 
raid, but, after all, it seemed that 
those who were sleeping on pallets 
in a dormitory were married. 


In Hacker's own phrase. "All 


that is not black is not necessarily 
white." 


Commonwealth 
finally 
was 


closed up and sold out at auction 
by order of a justice of the peace. 


The Rev. L. D. Summers, a 


Baptist 
minister. 
campaigned 


against Commonwealth until, fin- 
ally, in September, 1940, formal 
charges were filed that the college 
had distributed propaganda with 
intent to advocate the overthrow 
of the governments of Arkansas 
and the United States by violence 
and other unlawful means. 
The 


college, as an 
institution, was 


found guilty by Clem Brown, a jus- 
tice of the peace, and fined $2,500. 
A futile attempt was made to 
transfer its assets to an improvised 
subsidiary of a New York theatre 
"study" group. The FBI got into 
the act. some records disappeared, 
undoubtedly into private hands, 
and Commonwealth disappeared, 
until it became an issue in the 
Faubus campaign of 1954 with the 
Arkansas Gazette firmly refraining 
from anything remotely resem- 
bling the menace to American free- 
dom know as "McCarthyism."

Ise Steam Iron 


Using a steam iron is the secret 


of returning corduroy to its original 
appearance, when it is in need of 
pressing. But the weight of the ir- | 
on should never '-e put on the fab- 
ric. Set dial on heat marked "cot- 
ton." Hold the iron a hundredth of 


an inch above the fabric on the 
wiong side. Move the iron slowly 
with the ribs so that the steam 
penetrates through to the ngnt 
side. Turn the fabric over after 
steaming and brush the pile to 
iai.se it Steaming is done on the 
wiong side. 


If >ou haven't a steam iron. \ou 


ran get the same effect by standing 
an otdinaiy non on end and cover- 
ing it with a damp cloth Hold the 
fabric lightly and run the wiong 
side against 
the covered iron 


Steam until it penetrates and again 
brush lightly. 


Wash Frequently 


In washing any of the fabrics 


made of the man-made fibers, do 
not let the garments become badiy 
soiled. Wash them fiequently and 
wash thoioughly. don't just swish 
the garments through the suds. Re- 
move stubborn soil with a 
soft 


biush. Don't twist or wring. Rinse 
thoroughly. Hang the garment to 
drip dry on a rust-proof hanger.

INDIANAPOLIS <£)— Two chil- 


dren kept silent by fear for five 
years spoke out Thursday with a 
grim story that caused the indict- 
ment of their mother for second 
degree murder in the scalding 
death of their 4-year-old brother. 


The Marion County grand jury 


returned the indictment against 
Mrs. Lucy Hawkins, 37, after her 
two older 
children, Rusell 
L. 


Hawkins, 20, and Mrs. Patricia 
Gary, 19, appeared before it. 


Capt. Morris Settles of the sher- 


iff's department said the two told 
him of being beaten for years and 
also of being forced to beat the 
younger children. He said they told 
him they decided to tell their story 
after their mother broke their 8- 
year-old sister's arm because she 
brought home a bad report card. 


At the time of 4-year-old David's 


death in 1949, Mrs. Hawkins testi- 
fied the boy jumped into a tub of 
scalding water because he wanted 
to be first to take a bath. His 
death was ruled an accident. ' 


The children told Capt. Settles 


that their mother was boiling a 
metal tub of water for baths and 
that David soiled his pants. They 
said she suddenly thrust David in- 
to the tub, holding him there de- 
spite his struggles. 


David died several days later. 


Death was attributed to third de- 
gree bums and malnutrition. 


The woman's husband, Harold 


C. Hawkins, 41-year-old machinist, 
described her as "the most sadis- 
tic and vicious woman I ever 
knew." Settles said younger chil- 
dren corroborated the story told by 
the older ones. 


Mrs. Hawkins and her husband 


have had 11 children, 9 of whom 
are living. 


"It's all a pack of lies that Rus- 


sell told." Mrs. Hawkins said an- 
grily after her arrest. "I just 
spanked them when they needed 
it.1' 


Arraignment was set for Mon- 


day in Criminal court. Sheriff's in- 
vestigators said they will ask for a 
sanity hearing.
